tial to divine truth, 


1. II is generally allowed that the word 

is from God, of divine infpiration, 
and conſequently holy ; but heretofore 
mankind have been ignorant touching 
the nature of ſuch inſpiration, and in 
what part of the word it's divinity refid- 
eth: for the word in the letter appears 
like ordinary writing, compares ina vul- 
gar ſtyle, without either ſublimity or ele- 
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gance, which are the apparent character- 
iſtics of human compoſitions, Hence 
it is, that he who worſhippeth nature in- 
ſtead of God, or in preference to God, 
and in conſequence thereof maketh him- 
ſelf and his own propriety the ground and 
centre of his thoughts, without admitting 


any influence from the Lord out of heav- 
en, may eaſily fall into miſtake concern- 


ing the word; and into contempt for it, 
and . whilſt he readeth it, may be led to 


queſtion it's divinity in many caſes, and 


to doubt it's being the, word of infinite 
wiſdom, reſolving all it's ſanRtity into 


the prevalence of. ſuperſtition and blind 


credulity.. 


2. But he who thinks in this manner 


doth not conſider that Jehovah himſelf, 
who is the God of heaven and earth, 


ſpake the word e ola og the proph- 


ets, and that conſequently it muſt. needs 


be the divine- truth itſelf, for- what is 
ſpoken by Jehovah himſelf can be no 


other than eſſential divine truth: nor 


doth ſuch an one conſider that the Lord, 


who is the ſame with Jehovah, ſpake the 
word written by the evangeliſts, in many 


caſes from his own mouth, which is the 
Holy Spirit; bence it is that he himſelf 


faith; 
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ſaith, that in his words is life, and that he 
is the light which enlighteneth, and that he 
is the truth. That Jehovah himſelf ſpake 
the word by the prophets, was' ſhewn in 
the DocTrINEg or TE New JERUSA- 
LEM CONCERNING THE LORD,N. 32, 53. 
That the words which the Lord bimſelf 
ſpake in the writings of the evangeliſts, 
are life, is declared in John, „The words 
% which I ſpeak unto you are ſpirit, and 
are life,” vi. 63. Again, © Jeſus faid 
„to the wornan at —— fountain, if 
« thou kneweſt the gift of God, and who it 
« js that ſaith to thee, give me to drink, 
© thou wouldeſt aſk of him, and he would 
„give thee living water. Whoſo drink- 
« eth of the water which I ſhall give him, 
© ſhall never thirſt, but the water which 
{© I ſhall give him ſhall be in him a foun- 
6+ tain of water ſpringing up unto eternal 
« life,” iv. 6, 10, 11. By Jacob's ſoun- 
tain is fignified the word, as alſo Deut. 
xxxiii. 28 ;, wherefore alſo the Lord fat 
there and talked with the woman;; and 
by vater is ſignified the truth of the word. 
So again, in the ſame evangeliſt, © Jeſus 
« ſaid, if any one thirſt, let him come to 
ce me and drink: he that helieveth on me, 
« as the ſcripture ſaith, out of his bel- 
h ſhall flow ſtreams of living water,” 
| | Vil, 
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vii. 37, 38. Again, in the ſame evange- 
liſt, . Peter ſaid to "os thou haſt the 
«words of eternal life,“ vi. 68. Where- 
fore the Lord faith in Mark, Heaven 
« and earth ſhall paſs away, but my words 
« ſhall not paſs away,” xili. 34, The 
ground and reaſon why the words of the 
Lord are life, is, becauſe he himſelf is life 
and truth, as he teacheth in John, © I am 
the way, the truth, and the life,” xiv. 6-; 
and again, In the beginning was the 
te word; and the word was with God, and 
© God was the word; in him was life, and 
e the life was the light of men,” 1: 1, 2, 3+ 
By the word is here meant the Lord as to 
divine truth, in which alone there is life 
and light. Hence it is, that the word which 
is from the Lord, and which is the Lord, 
is called © a fountain of living waters,” 
Jerem. ii. 1g. chap. xvii. 13. chap. xxxi. 
g. and a fountain of ſalvation,” Iſaiah 
xii. 3. and“ a fountain,“ Zech. xiii. 1. 
and (a river of the water of life,” Rev. 
XXII. 1. and it is ſaid; „that the Lamb 
vyhich is in the midſt of the throne ſhall 
« feed them; and ſhall lead them to living 
fountains of waters,” Rev. vii. 17; not 
to mention other paſſages, where the word 
is alſo called a ſanctuary and a taberna- 
cle, in which the Lord dwelleih with man. 
wry 3. Nevertheleſs 
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3. Nevertheleſs the natural man will 


hardly be perſuaded hereby to believe, 


that the word is the effential divine 
truth, in which is divine wiſdom and di- 
yine life, for he judgeth of it by it's ſtyle, 
in which he ſceth none of theſe things. 
Howbent the ſtyle of the word is a truly 
divine ſtyle, with which no other ſtyle, 
however ſublime and elegant it may ap- 


pear, is at all comparable, but is as dark- 


neſs compared with ligbt. The Ryle of 
the word is ſuch, that it is holy in every 


ſenſe, and in every expreſſion, nay, in 


ſome caſes, in the very letters themſelves 


which compoſe it; hence it is, that the 


word cfte&eth conjunction between man 
and the Lord, and openeth heaven. There 
are two {things or principles] which pro- 


ceed from the Lord, divine love, and di- 


vine wiſdom, or what. is the ſame thing 
divine good and divine truth; for divine 
good hath relation to the eſſential divine 
love, and divine truth hath relation to the 
eſſential divine wiſdom ; the word in it's 
eſſence is both of theſe principles; and 
inaſmuch as it effecteth conjunction 

tween man and the Lord, and openeth 
heaven, as was obſerved, therefore when 
man readeth it under the Lord's influence, 


and not under the influence of propriety,

or ſelf, it repleniſheth him with the good 
things of love and the truths of wiſdom, 
his will with the good things of love, and 
his underſtanding with the truths of wil- 
dom ; hence man hath life by and through

© 4: To remove therefore all doubt a- 


mongſt men concerning the nature' and 


_ rdlivinity of the word as thus declared; it 


hath pleaſed the Lord to reveal to me the 
internal ſenſe thereof, which in its eflence 
is ſpiritual, and which is in the external 
or natural ſenſe, as a ſoul is in the body ; 
this ſenſe is the ſpirit which gives life to 
the letter, wherefore this ſenſe may teſtif 
concerning the divinity and ſandtity o 
the word, and convince even the natural 
man, if he is willing to be convinced. 
That in the word there is a ſpiritual ſenſt 
1 ' heretofore unknown. © 
IT may be expedient to diſcuſs this 
ſubjett under the following beads, ſhew- 
ing, I. What is meant by the ſpiritual 


ſenſe. II. That that ſenſe is in all and | 


every part of the word. III. That it is 
by virtue of that ſenſe that the word is of 
divine inſpiration, and holy in every ſin- 
gle expreſſion. IV. That that 9 
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been heretofore unknown. V. And that 
from henceforth it will be opened to none 
but thoſe who are principled in genuine 
truths from the Lord. 11 
5. I. What is meant by the ſpiritual 
ſenſe. The ſpiritual ſenſe is not that which 
ſhines forth from the ſenſe of the letter, 
when any one fcrutinizes and explains the 
vord to confirm ſome particular tenet of 
chureh dottrine, for this ſenſe is the lit- 
_ eral ſenſe of the word. But the ſpiritual 
ſenſe doth not appear in the ſenſe of the 
letter, it is within it, as the ſoul is in the 
body, or as the principle of thought is in | 
the eyes, or as affeQtion is in the counte- "2% 
nance, acting in unity like cauſe and ef- 
fe. It is by virtue of this ſenſe that the 
word is ſpiritual, not only for the uſe of 
men, but alfo for the uſe of angels ; where- 
fore the word by means of that ſenſe hath 
communication with the heavens. | 


6. There proceed from the Lord three 
diſtinct principles, the CEZLESTIAI, the 
SeikiTY4L, and the NA Tux A, one af- 
ter the other. That is called the CETES“ 
TIAL principle which proceedeth from 
his divine love, and is divine good: 
That is called the SrixITVAI principle, 
which proceedeth from his divine viſ- 
lern wer 
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dom, and is divine truth: The NArux- 


AL principle is derived from both the

that divine proceeding from the Lord, 
which is called ſpiritual, for they are 
principled in truths of wiſdom from the 
Lord :* But men who compoſe the Lord's 
church on earth, are principled in the di- 
vine-natural [principle], which alſo pro- 
ceedeth from the Lord. Hence it follows, 
that the divine proceeding from the Lord, 
in it's progrels to it's ultimates, deſcend-

itſelf ': Such is the nature of all divine 
1 wherefore when it is in it's 
aſt degree, it is in it's fulneſs. Such is 
the nature and quality of the word; in 
it's laſt ſenſe it is natural, in it's interior 
ſenſe it is ſpiritual, and in it's inmoſt ſenſe 
it is celeſtial, and in each ſenſe it is di- 
vine. That the word is of ſuch a nature 
and quality, doth not appear in the ſenſe 


of the letter, which is natural, by reaſon 


that man hath heretofore been altogether 
unacquainted with the ſtate of the heav- 
ens, and conſequently wich the nature of 
the ſpiritual principles, and the celeſtial, 
and of courſe with the diſtinction between 
them and the natural principle. 


7. The, diſtinction between theſe de- 
grees cannot be known, unleſs by the 
nowledge of correſpondence, for theſe 


three degrees are altogether diſtin from 


each other, like end, cauſe, and effect, or 
like what is prior, poſterior, and poſtreme, 
but yet make one by correſpondencies ; 
for the natural [degree or principle] cor- 
reſpondeth with the ſpiritual, and alſo with 
the celeſtial. The nature and meaning 
of correſpondence may be ſeen more ful.. 
ly explained in the Treatiſe concerning

9. Inaſmuch as the word in it's interior 
1s ſpiritual and celeſtial, therefore it is 
written by mere correſpondencies, and 
what is written by mere correſponden- 
cies, in it's ultimate ſenſe is. written in ſuch 


a ſtyle as that of the prophets and evan- 


geliſts, which, notwithſtanding it's appar- 


ent vulgarity, containech in it all divine 


and angelic wiſdom. 

9. II. That there is a ſpiritual ſenſe in 
all and every part of the word. This cati- 
not be better-made to appear than by ex- 


amples, for which 1 let us take the

6 ſtanding in the ſun, who cried with a 
loud voice, Come, and gather your- 
6 ſelves unto the ſupper of the great — 
that ye may cat the fleſh of kings, and 
t the. fleſh:of, captains, and the fleſh of 
« the mighty, and the fleſh of horſes, and 
©< of them that. fit on them, and the fleſh: 
ef all both free and bond, both ſmall 
“ and great,“ Xix. 11 to 19; what 
thele expreſſions ſignify, cannot poſſibly 1 
be known to any one, except by, the ſpi- 
ritual ſenſe of the. word, and no one can 
know-the. ſpiritual. ſenſe of the word ex- 
by the ſcience of correſpondencies, . 
for all the above, expreſſions are correſ- 
pondencies, and there is not a ſingle one 
without its meaning. The ſcience of cor- 
reſgondeneies teaches what is ſignified by 
a White horſe, and what by him that fit - 
teth thereon, what by eyes which were as

But the 
particular ſignification of each of theſe 
expreſſions, according to their ſpiritual 
fenſe, having been already explained in 
a ſmall treatiſe concerning the WA ITE 
Hons x, it is needleſs here to ſay more on 
the ſubjett: ſuffice it to obſerve, accord- 
ing to what was ſhewn in that treariſe, 
that the Lord is there deſcribed as to the 
word, and that by his eyes which are as a 
flame of fire, and by the diadems on his 
head, and by the name which no 
knoweth but himſelf, is meant, the ſpirit- 
val ſenſe of the word, which ſenſe no one 
knoweth but the Lord himſelf, and he to 
whom the Lord is diſpoſed to reveal it; 
further, that by a veſture dipped in blood; 
Tor ſtained with blood, ] is meant the nat- 
ural ſenſe of the word which is the ſenſe 
of the letter thereef, to which violence is 
offered: that it is the word which is thus

10. Again, in the, Revelation, chap, 
xxi. the Holy Jeruſalem is chus deſcrib. 
ed, “ There was in it a light [luminary} 
like to moſt precious ſtone, as a jaſper

0 gates, and over the gates twelve angels, 
* and names written of the twelve tribes 
« of dhe children of Iſtael. The vall

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« a man, that is, of an angel. And the 
& building of the wall was jaſper, and the 
“foundations thereof were of every pre- 
« cious ſtone, of jaſper, of ſapphire, of 
« chalcedony, of emerald, of ſardonix, 
« of ſardius, of chryſolyte, of beryl, of 
& topaz, of chryſopraſus, of jacinth, of 
« amethyſt. The twelve gates were twelve 
© pearls. The city itſelf was. pure gold, 
« like to pure glaſs, and was four- ſquare; 
& the length, the breadth, and the heighth 
"3 {© of it were equal, 12000 furlongs; with 
| many, other circumſtances. That all the 
parts of this deſcription are to be under- 
ſtood ſpiritually, may appear from this 
conſideration, that by the Holy Jeruſalem 
is ſignified a new church, which is to be 
eſtabliſhed by the Lord, as was ſhewi in 
the Docrx iN concerning the Loan, n, 
62 to 65 ; and inaſmuch as by Jeruſalem 
is there ſignified a church, it follows, that 
all things faid- of it as a city, concerni 
it's gates, it's win, and the foundation of 
the wall, and alſo concerning their -meaſ- 
ures; contain a ſpiritual ſenſe, for all things 
relative to the church are ſpiritual. But 
the particular ſignifi cation of each part of 
this deſcription is explained in a work 
concerning the NE] IERUSALZM, pub- 
hihed by me at London in the year 1738, 
An wherefore 
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wherefore it is needleſs to repeat the ex- 
plication in this place, it is enough to 
know from hence, that there is a ſpiritual 
ſenſe in every part of the deſcription, as 
a foul in it's body, and that without ſuch 


a ſenſe nothing relative to the church 
could be underſtood in what is there writ- 


ten, as when it is ſaid that the city was of 


pure gold, it's gates of pearls, the wall of 


jaſper, the foundations of the wall of pre- 
cious: ſtones, that the wall was 144 cubits, 
which is the meafare of a man, that is, of 


an angel, that the city was in length, 


breadth, and heighth 12000 furlongs, with 
many other circumſtances. But @hoſo- 
ever, by virtue of the ſcience of corre- 
ſpondencies, is acquainted with the ſpirit- 
ual ſenſe of the word, he underſtandeth 
all parts of the above deſcription, as that

ſaved; by the twelve tribes of Iſrael are 
- fignified all of that church; by 12, 12000, 
and 144000, are ſignified all, by Iſrael is 
* ſignified the church, and by each particu- 
lar tribe ſome particular ſpecific ¶ prinei- 
ple character] of the church: If this 
ſpiritual meaning of theſe words be not 
- known, it may be imagined that ſal vation 
is confined to a certain number, and to 
thoſe of the Iſraelitiſh and Jewiſh nation. 


13. Again in the Revelation, chap. 


vi. it is Written, That when the Lamb 


opened the firſt ſeal of the book, there 
% went forth a white horſe, and that he

6 when he opened the ſecond ſeal, there 
& went forth a red horſe, and that to him 
© who ſat thereon was given a large

hand a pair of ballances : And that 
„ when he opened the fourth ſeal, there 
„ went. forth a pale horſe, and that the 
name of him that ſat thereon was 
% Death.” What theſe words ſignify can 
only be unfolded by the ſpiritual ſenſe, 
and it is fully unfolded when it is known 
what is ſignified by opening the ſeals, by 
horſes, and by the other things therein 
mentioned: Thereby are deſcribed the 
ſucceſſive ſtates of the church ſrom it's 
beginning to it's end, as to the under- 
ſtanding of the word; by the Lamys o- 
pening the ſeals of the book, is ſignified the 
manifeſlation of thoſe ſtates of the church 
by the Lord; by a horſe is ſignified the 
underſtanding of the word; by a white 
horſe, the underſtanding of truth from the 
word in the firſt ſtate of the church; by 
the bow of kim that fat upon that horſe, 
the doctrine of charity and faith combat- 
ing againſt falſes ; by a crown, eternal life 
the reward of victory: by a red horſe is 
ſignified the underſtanding of the word 
deſtroyed as to the -principle of good in 
the ſecond ſtate of the church ; by a great 
ſword, the falſe combating againſt truth : 
* a black horſe is ſignified the under- 
— ſtanding 
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ſtanding of the word deſtroyed as to the 


principle of truth in the third ſtate of the 


church; by a pair of ballances, the eſti- 


mation of truth fo ſmall as ſcarce to be of 
any amount: By a pale horſe is ſignified 


the underſtanding of truth annihilated by 


evils of life and the falſes thence derived 


in the fourth or laſt Nate of the church; 


and by death, eternal damnation. That 


ſuch is the fignification of the contents of 
the above paſlage in a ſpiritual ſenſe, doth 
not appear in the ſenſe of the letter, or the 
natural ſenſe ; wherefore unleſs the ſpi- 
ritual ſenſe had been now for once open- 
ed, tha word as to this and other paſſages 
in the Revelation muſt have been cloſed 
up, fo that at length no one would know 
how, and in what, the holy principle there- 
in lay concealed. The caſe is the fame 


in reſpett to the ſigniſication of the four 


horſes and the four chariots that came 
forth between two mountains of braſs ; 
ſee Zethariah, Chap. vi. 1 to 6. 


13- Again, in the Revelation, chap. ix. 
it is written, The fifth angel ſounded, 
and I faw a ſtar fall from heaven unto 
* the earth: and to him was given the 
key of the pit of abyſs ; and he opened 
the pit of abyſs, and there aroſe a ſmoke

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+ out of the pit, as the ſmoke. of a great 
% furnace; and the ſun and the air were 
« darkened by reaſon of the ſmoke of the 
« pit ; and there came out of the ſmoke 
e locuſts upon the earth; and unto them

« earth have power : the ſhapes of the 
« locuſts were like unto horſes prepared 
e for battle, and on their heads were as it 
«© were crowns like gold, and their faces 
_ * were as the faces of men, and they had 
&* hair as the hair of women, and their 
& teeth were as the teeth of lions; and 
e they had breaſt-plates as of iron; and 
„ the voice of their wings was as the 
e voice of many chariots ruſhing to bat- 
« tle: and they had tails like unto ſcor- 
“ pions, and ſtings were in their tails ; 
and their power was to hurt men five 
„ months, and they had a king over them, 
the angel of the abyſs, whoſe name in 
the Hebrew tongue is Abaddon, but in 
© the Greek tongue he hath his name A- 
% pollyon.” Theſe words in like manner 
muſt needs be unintelligible to every 
one, who is not acquainted by revelation 
with the ſpiritual ſenſe ; for there is noth- 
ing ſaid in this paſſage without a meaning, 
but the whole thereof and every particu- 
lar expreſſion therein is fignificative : the

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ſubject here treated of is concerning the 
ſtate of the church, when all the * 
os of truth from the word are deſtroyed, 
in conſequence whereof man becoming 
ſenſual perfuadeth himſelf that falſities are 
truths. By a ſtar fallen from heaven are 
ſignified the knowledges of truth deſtroy- 
ed: By the ſun and air being darkened 
is ſignified the light of truth made dark- 
nefs : By locuſts which came forth from 
the ſmoke of the pit, are ſignified falſes in 
the extremes ;* ſuch as appertain to thoſe 
who are become ſenſual, and who fee and 
judge all things according to fallacies: 
By a ſcorpion is ſignified their perſuaſive 
[prinGple or faculty]: By the locuſts ap- 
pearing as horſes prepared for battle, is 
ſignified their ratiocinations as from the 


. underſtanding of truth: By the locuſts 


having crowns like unto gold upon their 
heads, and having faces as the faces of 
men, is ſignified, that they appeared to 
themſelves as conquerors and as viſe: 
By their having hair as the hair of wo- 
men, is ſignified, that they appeared to 
| | _ themſelves 
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* By the extremes here ſp of are meant the extreme 
888 the life of man, _ as belong to the ſenſual nature, 
ch being poſſeſſed es, are cloſed up thereby againſt * 
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themſelves as if they were in the affection 
of truth: By their hav ng teeth as lions' 
tecth, is ſignified, that tne ſenſual things, 
which, are the ultimates of the natural 
man, appeared to them. as if they had 
power over all * : By their having 
breaſt plates as breaſt- plates of iron, are 
ſignified, argumentations grounded in fal- 
lacies, by which they fight and prevail: 
By the voice of their wings being as the 
voice. of chariots ruſhing to battle, are 
ſignified, ratiocinations as if grounded in 
the truths of doctrine from the word, for 
which they were to combat: By theix 
having tails. as ſcorpions, are ſignified, 
perſuaſions: By their having ſtings in 
their tails, are fignified, the cunning arts 
of deceiving thereby: By their having 
power to hurt men five months, is ſigni- 
fied, that they induce a kind of ſtupor on 
thoſe who are principled in the under- 
ſtanding of truth and in the perception of 
good: By their having a king over them, 
an angel of the abyſs, whoſe name is A- 
baddon or Apollyon, is ſignified, that their 
falſes were from hell, the abode of thoſe 
who are merely natural, and priucipled in 
felf-intelligence. This is the ſpiritual 
ſenſe of cheſe words, whereof nothing ap- 
. pears in the ſenſe of the letter, _—_— 
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like' ſpiritual ſenſe is contained in every 
part of the book of the Revelation. It 
1s to be obſerved, that in the fpirituat 
ſenſe the whole has a regular connection 
and coherence, to effect and perfect which, 
each particular expreſſion in the literal or 
natural ſenſe is conducive, infomuch that 
if a ſingle word was taken away, the con- 
neQion would be broken and the coher - 
ence” periſh ; therefore, to prevent this, 
it is added at the end of this prophetical 
book, © that not a word ſhould be taken 
« away.” Rev. xxii. 19. The caſe" is 
ſimilar in regard to the books of the proph- 
ets of the Old Teſtament, from which leſt 
any thing ſhould be taken away, it was 
effedled by the divine providence of the 
Lord, that each particular therein, even 
to the letters, ſhould be counted or num- 
bered, which was done by the Maſſoretes“. 


14. The Lord, in ſpeaking to lis diſ- 
ciples concerning the conſummation. of 
the age, which is the laſt time of the

was, to ſecure the text from any alterations which might oth- 
erwife happen, and to ſerve, according ig the Jewiſh expreſ-

of ſtate, ſaith, + Immediately after the 
e tribulation of thaſe days, the ſun ſhall

« heavens ſhall be ſhaken. And then ſhall 
„ appear the ſign of the Son of Man in. 
% heaven; and then ſhall all the tribes of 
che earth mourn ; and they ſhall ſee the 
Son of Man coming in the clouds of 
+ heaven with power and much glory. 
And he ſhall ſend forth his angels with 
a trumpet and a great voice, and they 
„ ſhall gather together his elect from the 
« four winds, from one extreme of the 
© heayens to the other,” Matt. xxiv. 2g, 
39, 31. By theſe words in à ſpiritual, 
nſe is not meant, that the ſun. and moon 
ſhould be darkened, that the ſtars ſhould. 
fall from heaven, and that a fign of the 
Lord ſhould appear in heaven, and that 
men {ſhould ſee him in the clouds, and his 
angels with trumpets ; but by each par- 
ticular expreſſion is there meant ſome what 
ſpiritual reſpe&ing the church, concern- 
ing whoſe final ſtate theſe things are ſpo- 
ken: For in a ſpiritual ſenſe, by the ſun 
which ſhall be darkened, is meant the 
Lord as to the principle of love; wy

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the moon which ſhall not give her light, 


is meant the Lord as to the principle of 
faith ; by the ſtars which ſhall fall from 
heaven, are meant the knowledges of 


goodneſs and truth which ſhould periſn; 
by the ſign of the Son of Man in heaven, 


is meant the appearing of divine truth; 
by the tribes of the earth which ſhall 


mourn, is meant a ſcarcity of all truth ap- 
pertaining to faith, and of all good ap”

pertaining to love; by the coming of t 

Son of Man in the clouds of heaven with 
power and glory, is meant the preſence 
and revelation of the Lord in the word; 
by clouds is ſignified the literal ſenſe of 


the word, and by glory it's ſpiritual ſenſe; 


angels with a trumpet and a great 


voice, 1s ſignified heaven, whence cometh 
divine truth; by gathering together the 


elett from one extreme of the heavens to 
the other, is ſignified a flew [principle or 
beginning] of the church as to love and 
faith. That the darkening of the ſun and 
moon, and the falling of the ſtars to the 
earth, are not here meant, is very manifeſt 
from the prophetical writings, which con- 
tain a declaration of fimilar events con- 
cerning the ſtate of the church, which 
were to take place whey the Lord ſhould 
come into the world, as in Iſaiah, Be-

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By virtue of this ſenſe is diſcovered the 


fignification of the contents of the above 
paſſage, as denoting that the whole church 
was brought into devaitation, by means 
of fcientifhcs perverting all truth, and con- 
firming all falſity. Again, in the ſame 
prophet, In that day the rivalſhip of 
« Ephraim ſhall depart, and the enemies 
„of Judah ſhall be cut off; Ephraim 


& ſhall not rival Judah, and Judah hall 


& not ſtraighten Ephraim, but they ſhall 
« fly upon the ſhoulders of the Philiſtine 
„towards the ſea, they ſhall ſpoil togeth- 
er the ſons of the eaſt : Edom and Mo- 
„ ab ſhall be the putting forth of their 
„% hand: Jehovah ſhall -pronounce the 
6 curſe againſt the tongue of the Egyp- 
c tian ſea, and he ſhall ſhake his hand 
% er the river with the vehemence of 
& his ſpirit, and he ſhall finite it into ſev- 
en ſtreams, to make a way with ſhoes: 
„Then ſhall there be a path for the re- 
„mains of his people which ſhall be left 
© of Aſhur,” xi. 13 to 16. In this paſ: 
ſage alſo, it is impoſſible to ſee any thing 
divine, unleſs it be known what is ſigni- 
fied by each particular name, notwithſtand- 
ing that the ſubjett here treated of is con- 


cerning the coming of the Lord, and what 
ſhall come to paſs at that time, as plainly 


appears 
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appears from verſe 1 to 10: Without the 
help therefore of the ſpiritual fenſe, how 
is it poſſible for any one to diſcern the 
genuine fignification of theſe words in 
their order, as denoting, that they who 
through ignorance are principled in fal- 
ſes, and do not ſuffer themſelves to be ſe- 
duced by evils, will come to the Lord, 
and that the church will then underſtand 
the word, and that falſes will nat then any 
longer be hurtful to the members of the 
church. The caſe is the ſame in thoſe 
flages where no names occur, as in 
Ezekiel, Thus faith the Lord Jehovah, 
“Son of man, fay unto the bird of eve 
„ wing, and to every beaſt of the fiel 
“ afſemble yourſelves and come, gather 
& yourſelves from every fide to my ſacri- 
& fice which I do ſacrifice for you, a great 
“ ſacrifice upon the mountains of Iſrael; 
6 that ye may eat fleſh and drink blood; 
&« ye ſhall eat the fleſh of the mighty, and 
* drink the blood of the princes. of the 
t earth; ye ſhall eat fat till ye be full, and 
6 drink blood till ye be drunken, of my 
& ſacrifice which I do ſacrifice for you, 
« Ye ſhall be filled at my table with the 
© horſe and the chariot, and with the 
mighty one, and with every man of 
© war; thus will I give my glory — 
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«the gentiles,” xxxix. 17, to 21; in this 

aſſage again, if it be not known by the 
— ſenſe what is ſignified by ſacri- 
fice, What by fleſh and blood, what by 
horſe, and chariot, and mighty one, and 
man of war, it muſt needs appear as if 
thoſe things were to be eaten and drunk- 
en; but the ſpiritual ſenſe teacheth that 
by eating fleſh and drinking blood of the 
ſacrifice which the Lord rn ſhall 
give on the mountains of Iſrael, is ſigni. 

ed to appropriate divine good and di- 
vine truth from the word; for this paſ- 
ſage treats of the calling together of all to 
the Lord's kingdom, and in particular of 
the eſtabliſhment of the church amongſt 
the gentiles by the Lord: who cannot 
fee that by fleſh'is not here meant fleſh, 
nor by blood blood, as where it is ſaid, 
that they ſhould drink blood till they were 
drunken, and that they ſhould be filled 
with horſes, chariots, the mighty, and all 
men of war? The caſe is ſimilar in a thou- 
ſand other paſſages in the prophets. 


16. Without the ſpiritual ſenſe it is im- 
poſſible for any one to know, why Jeremi- 
ah the prophet was commanded “ to buy 
* himſelf a girdle, and put it on his loins, 
and not to dra it through the 195 

| | g „e but 
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&* but to go to Euphrates and hide it there 
* in a hole of the rock,” Jer. xii. 1 to 7; 
or why Iſaiah the prophet was command- 
ed © to looſe the ſackcloth from off his 
Joins, and to put off his ſhoe from off 
& his foot, and to go naked and bare-foot 
„ three years.” Iſaiah xx. 2, g ; or why 
Ezekiel the prophet was commanded 
to make a razor paſs upon his head and 
& upon his beard, and afterwards to divide 
5 them, and to burn a third part in the 
£ midſt of the city, and to ſmite a third 
* part with the ſword; and to fcatter a 
third part in the wind, and to bind a 
* little of them in wings, and at laſt to caſt 
„them into the midſt of the fire,” Ezek.

on the table, and by the vails and the cur- 4.4 
tains. Or who would know, without the _—_ 
ſpiritual ſenſe, what is ſignified by Aaron's A 
garments of holineſs, as by his coat, his 

cloak, the ephod, the urim and thummim, 

the mitre, and ſeveral things beſides? Or, Y 
without the ſpiritual ſenſe, who would 55 1 
know what is Ignified by all thoſe partic- 
ulars which were enjoined concerning 
burnt- offerings, ſacrifices, meat-offerings, 
and drink- offerings; and al ſo concerning 
ſabbaths and feaſts? The truth is, that 
nothing was enjoined, be it ever ſo mi- 
nute, but what was ftgnificative of ſome- 
what appertaining to the Lord, to heaven, 
and to the church. From theſe few caſes 
then it may be plainly ſeen, that there is 
a ſpiritual ſenſe in all and every part of 
the word. 


17. That the Lord, during his abode 
in the world, ſpake by correſpondencies, 
and thus ſpake fpiritually at the ſame time 
that he ſpake naturally, may appear from . 
his parables, in which every ſingle ex ® + & 
preſhon containeth in it a ſpiritual * ; | 1

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As for example, in the parable of the ten 
virgins, he ſaith, * The kingdom of heav- 
«en is like unto ten virgins, who took 
&« their lamps, and went forth to meet the 
“ bridegroom : five of them were wiſe, 
e but five were fooliſh : They that were 
& fooliſh took their lamps and took no 
coil in them, but the wiſe took oil in 

their lamps. Whilſt the bridegroom 
& tarried, they all ſlumbered and ſlept: 
& But at midnight there was a cry made, 
& Behold the bridegroom cometh, go ye 
forth to meet him: Then all thoſe vir- 
“ gins aroſe and trimmed their lamps; 
but the fooliſh ſaid unto the wiſe, give 
© us of pou oil, for our lamps have gone 
& out ; but the wiſe anſwered, and ſaid, 
Not ſo, leſt there be not enough for us 
„ and you; go rather to them that ſell, 
* and buy for yourſelves, But while 
5 they went to buy, the bridegroom came, 
and they that were ready entered in with 
„him to the marriage, and the door was 
_ © ſhut. Afterward came allo the other 

& virgins, ſaying, Lord, Lord, open to 
©« us; but he anſwering, ſaid, Verily 1 
„ fay unto you, I know you not,” Matt, 
XXV. 1 tO 13. That there is a ſpiritual 
ſenſe in every particular of this parable, 
and that thence it deriveth it's holineſs 
"I'M R and 
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and divinity, cannot poſſibly be ſeen, un- 
leſs it be known that there 1s ſuch a ſpir- 
itual ſenſe, and what is it's nature and 
quality: In the ſpiritual ſenſe, by the 
kingdom of God, is meant, heaven and 
the church, by the bridegroom the Lord, 
by the marriage, the marriage of the Lord 
with heaven and the church by the good 
of love and faith; by virgins are ſigni- 
fied, thoſe who are of the church, by ten 
all, by five ſome, by lamps the truths of 
faith, by oil the good of love, by ſleepin 
and awaking the life of man in the worl 
which is natural life, and his life after 
death which is ſpiritual ; by buying is 
ſignified to procure for themſelves ; b 
going to them that ſell and buying oi 
is ſignified to procure for themſelves the 
good of love from others after death; 
and whereas this is impoſſible, therefore 
notwithſtanding their coming with their 
lamps, and the oil which they had bought, 
to the door where the marriage was, ſtill 
the bridegroom ſaid unto them, I know 
the not; the reaſon is, becauſe man after 
is life in the world remaineth ſuch as he 
had lived in the world. Hence it is evi- 
dent that the Lord ſpake by mere correſ- 
pondencies, and this in conſequence. of 
ſpeaking from the divine principle which 
| was 
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was in him and was his. That the bride- 

room fignifies the Lord, and that the 
3383 of God ſignifies heaven and the 
church, and that marriage ſigniſies the 
Lord's marriage with the church by the 
good of love and of faith ; that virgins 
igniſy thoſe who are of the church, ten 
all, five ſome ; to ſleep, a natural {tate ; 
to buy, to procure for themſelves ; a 
door, entrance into heaven; and' not to 
know, when ſpoken by the Lord, not to 
be principled in the love of him; may 
appear from many paffages in the prophet- 
ical word, where the ſame expreffions have 
a ſimilar ſignification. Inaſmuch as vir- 


7 gins ſignify thoſe who are of the church, 


therefore in the prophetical word mention 
ts made fo frequently of the virgin and 
daughter of Zion, of Jerufalem, and of 
Iſrael: and inaſmuch as oil fignifies the 
good of love, therefore all the holy things 
of the Iſraelitiſh church were anointed 
with oil. The caſe is ſimilar in meſpe to 
the other parables, and all the words 
which the Lord fpake, and which are 
written in the evangeliſts ; it is from this 
ground that the Lord faith, „that his 
words are ſpirit and are life,” John vi. 63. 
The caſe is the ſame too with all the 
Lord's miracles, which were divine, as 
2 ſignifying

fignifying various ſtates with thoſe, a- 


mongſt whom the church was to be re-el-, 


tabliſhed by the Lord; as when the blind 
received ſight, it ſignified that they ſhould: 
receive underſtanding who were in ignor- 
ance of the truth ; when the deaf receiv- 
ed hearing, it ſignified, that they ſhould 
hearken and obey, who heard nothing be- 


fore coricerning the Lord, and concern- , 


ing the word; when the dead were raiſed, 
it ſignified, that they ſhould become alive, 
who otherwiſe would have ſpiritually per- 


iſhed ; and ſo in other caſes : This is 


meant by the Lord's reply to the diſciples 


of John, who ſent to aſk whether it was 


be who ſhould come, © Go and tell John 
© thoſe things which ye have ſeen and 
& heard, the blind ſee, and the lame walk, 
„the lepers are cleanſed, and the deaf 
„% hear, the dead are raiſed, and the poor 
© hear the goſpel,” Matt. xi. 3, 4, -5. 
Moreover, all the miracles related in the 
word contain in them ſuch things as ap- 
pertain to the Lord, to heaven, and the 
church, on which account they are di- 
vine miracles, and are diſtinguiſhed from 
miracles not divine. Theſe few obſerva- 
tions may ſerve to illuſtrate the nature 
and meaning of the- ſpiritual ſenſe of the 
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word, and to ſhew that it is in all and ev- 
ery part thereof. 


18. III. That it is by virtue of the ſpir- 
itual ſenſe, that the word is of divine inſpi- 
ration, and holy in every. fingle expreſhon. 
It is afferted in the church that word, 
is holy, but the reaſon, of this is, becauſe 
_ Jehovah God ſpake it; nevertheleſs, as 
it's holineſs doth not appear in the letter, 
therefore they, who have begun once to 
entertain doubts reſpeQing it's holineſs on 
this account, are afterwards confirmed in 
ſuch doubts by many things which occur 
in reading it; for they think at ſuch times, 
how. can this be holy ? how can this. be 
divine? in order therefore to prevent the 
further influx and prevalence of ſuch: 
doubts, which might deſtroy the Lord's 
conjunction with the church that is in 
poſſeſſion of the word, it hath pleaſed the 

the Lord at this time to reveal the ſpiritu- 
al ſenſe, that fo it may be known in what 
part of the word that holy principle reſi- 
deth. But let us illuſtrate this alſo by ex- 
amples: In the word mention is made, 
ſometimes of Egypt, ſometimes of Aſhur,, 
ſometimes of Edom, of Moab, of the ſons 
of Ammon, of Tyre and Sidon, and of 
Gogz now if it be not known that by 
| 9 thoſe

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thoſe names are ſignified the things of 
heaven and of the church, a reader may 
eaſily be led erroneouſly to ſuppoſe, that 
the word treateth much of nations and of 


people, and but little of heaven and the 


church, conſequently much of earthly; -. 
things, and little of heavenly things; but 
when he is acquainted what is fignified. 
by thoſe nations and people, and by their 
names, It is poſſible he may then come out 
of error into truth: ſo in like manner, 
when a reader obſerveth that fo frequent 
mention is made in the word of gardens, 
roves, foreſts, and alſo of the trees 
thereof, as the olive, the vine, the cedary 
the poplar, and the oak; and alſo of 
lambs, ſheep, goats, calves, and oxen; 
and further, of mountains, hills, valleys, 
fountains, rivers, and ſeveral other things 
of a like nature; if he be acquainted 
with the ſpiritual ſenſe” of the word, he 
muſt needs believe that ſuch things have 
merely a literal fignification: for he dotly 
not know that by a garden, a grove and 
a foreſt, are meant wiſdom, intelligence, 
and ſeience; that by an olive-tree, a vine, 
a cedar, a poplar, and an oak, are meant 
the goodneſs and truth of the church, un- 
der their different characters of celeſtial, 
ſpiritual, rational, natural, and yy * - 
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that by a lamb, a ſheep, a goat, a calf, and 
an ox, are meant innocence, charity, and 


natural affection; that by mountains, 
hills, and valleys, are meant things apper- 


taining to the church, in their ſeveral de- 
grees of ſuperior, inferior, and loweſt; 
alſo that by Egypt is ſignified ſcience, b 

Aſhur reaſon, by Edom what is natural, 
by Moab the adulteration of good, by the 
ſons of Ammon the adulteration of truth, 


by Tyre and Sidon the knowledges of 


truth and good, by Gog external worſhip 
without internal ; but when he knoweth 
theſe things, he may then think, that the 
word treateth only of things celeſtial, and 


that thoſe terreſtrial things are merely the 


fubjeAs that contain them. But it may 
be expedient to illuſtrate this alſo by an 
example taken from the word; it is writ- 
ten in David, © The voice of Jehovah is 
« upon the waters; the God of glory 
& cauſeth it to thunder; Jehovah is upon 
„ great waters: The voice of Jehovah 
& breaketh the cedars, Jehovah bruiſ- 
eth the cedars of Libanus, and ma- 
* keth them to ſkip like a calf, Liba- 
& nus and Scirion like a young unicorn ;- 
* the voice of Jehovah falleth as a flame 
of fire: The voice of Jehovah cauſeth 
the wilderneſs to tremble, he cauſeth to 
£4 * tremble 
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& tremble the wilderneſs of Cadeſh. The 
voice of Jehovah cauſeth the hinds to 
bring forth, and maketh bare the for- 
« eſt ; but in his temple every one decla- 
* reth glory,” Plalm xxix. 3 to g; in this 
paſſage, if the reader is not aware that all 
the particulars thereof are holy and divine 
as to each ſingle expreſſion, he may ſay 
within himſelf, if he be a mere natural 
man, what can this mean, that Jehovah 
ſitteth upon the waters, that by his voice 
he breaketh the cedars, that he cauſeth 
them to ſkip like a calf, and Libanus like 
a young unicorn, and that he cauſeth the 
hinds to bring forth, not to mention other 
particulars ; for he knoweth not that the 
wer of divine truth, or of the word, is 
deſe ribed by theſe things in a ſpiritual 
ſenſe ; for in that ſenſe, by the voice of 
Jehovah which there is thunder, is meant 
the divine truth or word in it's power ; 
by the great waters on which Jehovah fit- 
teth are meant the truths thereof ; by ce- 
dars and by Libanus, which he breaketh 
and bruiſeth, are meant the falſes of the 
rational man ; by a calf and a young 
unicorn, are meant the falſes of the 
natural and ſenſual man; by a flame of 
ire, the affection of the falſe ; by a wil- 
derneſs and the wilderneſs of Cadefh, the 
9 | a church 
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church where there is no truth and good- 
neſs ; by hinds, which the voice of Jeho- 
vah cauſeth to bring forth, are meant the 
nations which are principled in natural 
good ; and by the foreſts which he mak- 
eth bare, [uncovereth, ] are meant the ſci- 
ences and knowledges which the word 
openeth to them ; wherefore it follows, 
in his temple every one declareth gloi 
which 1s meant, that in all the particu- 
lars of the word there are contained di- 
vine truths, for temple ſignifies the Lord, 
and conſequently the word, and allo heav- 
en and the church, and glory ſignifies di- 
vine truth. Hence it appears, that there 
is not a ſingle expreſſion in this paſſage, 
but what deſcribes the divine power of 
the word againſt falſes of every kind 
amongſt natural men, and the divine 
power of reforming the nations. 


19. There is in the word a ſenſe ſtill 
more interior, which is called CELESTIAL, 
concerning:. which,, ſomewhat was ſaid 
above, n. 6; but this ſenſe cannot eaſily 
be unfolded, not being ſo much the ob- 
ject of intellectual thought, as of will- af. 
fection. The true ground and reaſon why 
there is in the word a ſenſe ſtill more in- 
terior, which is called celeſtial, is, becauſe 
from 
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from the Lord proceeds divine good and 
divine truth, divine good from his divine 
love, and ene truth from his divine 
wiſdom ; each is in the word, for the 
word 1s the divine proceeding : It is on 
this account that the word vivifies thoſe 
who read it under holy influence: But 
more will be ſaid on this ſubject in it's 
proper place, when we come to ſhew, 
that a marriage of the Lord and of the 
church, and conſequently a marriage of 
goodneſs and truth, is contained in every 
particular of the word. 


20. IV. That the ſpiritual ſenſe 0 of the, 
-word. hath been E ore unknown. | 
all things in nature, both generally an 
particularly, correſpond with things ſpi- 
ritual, and in like manner that all things 
in the human body have the ſame correſ- 
pondence, was ſhewn in the treatiſe con- 
cerning Heaven and HEIL, n. 87 to 
10g ; but the nature and meaning of cor- 
reſpondence hath been heretofore un- 
known ; nevertheleſs in the moſt ancient 
times mankind were moſt perfectly well 
verſed in this ſcience, it being to them a 
ſcience of ſciences, and ſo univerſal, that 
all their compoſitions and books were 
written by n The * 
0 
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of Job, which is an ancient book, is full 
of correſpondencies. The hieroglyphics 
of the Egyptians, and alſo the fabulous hiſ- 
tories of antiquity, had their ſole ground 
in this ſcience. All the ancient churches 
were churches reprefentative of things 
celeſtial ; their ceremonial rites, and alſo 
their ſtatutes, according to which their 
worſhip was inſtituted, conſiſted of mere 
cotreſpondencies; this was the caſe in 
like manner with all things appertaining 
to the church amongſt the ſons of Jacob; 
their burnt-offerings and ſacnfices, with 


whatever related thereto, were correſpon- 


dencies ; fo was alſo the tabernacle with 
all things contained therein, and likewiſe 


their feaſts, as the feaſt of unleavened 


bread, the feaſt of tabernacles, and the 
feaſt of the firſt- fruits, &c. The ſame is 
true reſpetting the prieſthood of Aaron 
and of the Levites, and alfo reſpefting the 
garments of holineſs belonging to Aaron 
and his fons, and moreover refpeCQing-all 
their ſtatues and judgments, which had 
relation to their life and worſhip : And 
whereas things divine in the world mani- 
feſt themſelves by correſpondencies, there- 
fore the word was written by mere correſ- 
pondencies ; it was for this reaſon that 
the Lord, inaſmuch as he fpake from his 

divine 
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par nr. nature or principle ], ſpake by cor- 
reſpondencies; for whatever is from the 
divine [nature or principle], when it is 
manifeſted in nature, is manifeſted in ſuch 
things as correſpond with what is divine, 
and which then conceal in their boſom the 
divine things, which are termed celeſtial 
and ſpiritual,  - | Tz 


21. I have been informed, that the men 
of the moſt ancient church, which was 
before the flood, were of a nature and 
temper ſo heavenly, that they converſed 
with angels, and could difcourſe with them 
by correſpondencies ; hence the ſtate of 
their wiſdom became ſuch, that when they * 
ſaw any obje& on the face of the earth, 
they not only thought of it naturally, but 
alſo ſpiritually at the ſame time, and thus 
in conjunction with the angels. I have 
been further informed that Enoch, of 
"whom mention is made in Geneſis, chap. 
V. 21 to 24, with thoſe of his ſociety, col- 
lected correſpondencies as they received 
them from their forefathers, and handed 
down the ſcience thereof to poſterity ; 
hence it came to paſs, that the ſcience. of 
correſpandencies was not only known, 
but alſo cultivated, in many kingdoms of 
Aſia, particularly in the land of Canaan, 
1 ET... Egypt, 


— 


in Tyre, Sidon, and Nineveh ; and that 
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Egypt, Aſſyria, Chaldea, Syria, Arabia, 


hence from the places bordering on the 
ſea it was tranſlated into Greece, but was 
there changed into fabulous relations, as 
may appear from the writings of the ear- 

of lieft people in that country. * 


22. But when the repreſentatives of 
the church, which were correſponden- 
cies, in proceſs of time were perverted to 
idolatrous and alſo magical purpoſes, then 
'that ſcience, by the divine providence of 
the Lord, was ſucceſſively obliterated, 
and with the Iſraelitiſh and Jewiſh nation 
was altogether deſtroyed and extinguiſh- 
ed. The worſhip indeed which was in- 
ſtituted in this nation conſiſted of mere 
correſpondencies, and hence it was repre- 
ſentative of things celeſtial, but ſtill they 
knew not what was ſignified thereby, for 
they were altogether natural men, and 
. therefore bad neither inclination not ca- 
pacity to know any thing concerning ſpi- 
ritual things, nor conſequently concerning 
correſpondencies 
23. The idolatries of the Gentiles in 
ancient times took their rife from the ſci- 
ence of correſpondencies, and the reafon 
was, becauſe all things that ä the 

| | face 
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face of the earth correſpond, thus not on- 
ly trees, but alſo cattle and birds of every 
kind, together. with fiſh and all other parts 
of creation; the ancients, who were prin- 
cipled in the ſcience of correſpondencies, 
made to themſelves images, which correſ- 
ponded with things celeſtial, and they 
were delighted with them as being ſignifi- 
cative of things appertaining to heaven 
and the *. ; and therefore they not 


only placed theſe images in their temples, 


but alſo in their houſes, not for the ſake 


of adoration, but to recall to their remem- 


brance the heavenly things which they fig- 
nified ; hence in Egypt and in other places 
they had images of calves, of oxen, and 


of ſerpents, and alſo of children, of old 


men, and of virgins, becauſe calves and 


oxen ſignified the affections and powers 


of the natural man, ſerpents the prudence 
of the ſenſual man, children innocence 
and charity, old men wifdom, and virgins 


the affections of truth, &c. —— | 


generations, when the ſcience of correl- 
- pondencies was obliterated, began to wor- 
ſhip as holy the images ſet up by their 
forefathers, becauſe they found them ih 
and about their temples, and at length 
they regarded them as deities. The caſe 

was the ſame with other nations, as with 


the 
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the Philiſtines in Aſhdod, whoſe God was 
Dagon, concerning whom, fee 1 Sam. v. 
1, to the end; this image was in it's up- 
per parts like a man, but beneath like a 
fiſh, and the reaſon was, becauſe man ſig- 
nifies intelligence, and fiſh ſcience, which 
make one. Hence alſo it was that the 
ancients worſhipped in gardens, and in 
groves, according to the ſpecies of trees, * 
and alſo upon mountains and hills; ſor | 
_ gardens and groves fignified wifdom and 
intelligence, and every particular tree 
ſomewhat relating thereto, as the olive 
the good of love, the vine truth derived 
from that good, the cedar rational good *J 
and truth, and mountain fignifed* the |- 
higheſt heaven, and bill the heaven be- 
neath. That the ſcience of correſpond- 
encies remained with ſeveral of the baft- 
ern nations, even to the coming of the 
Lord, may. appear from the wiſe men of 
the eaſt, who came to the Lord at his 
birth, e ſore a ſtar went before them, 
and they brought with them gifts, gold, 
neee and myrrh, Matt. ii. 1, 2, 
10, 11 for the ſtar which vent hefore 
m ſignified knowledge from heaven, 
old Genie celeſtial — frank incepſe 
iritual good, and myrrh natural good, 
which are the three component OI 
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of all worſhip. But ſtill the. ſcience of 
correſpondencies was totally annihilated 
with the Iſraelitiſn and Jewiſh nation, 
notwithſtanding that all things appertain- 
ing to their worſhip, and all the judgments 
and ſtatutes given them by Moſes, and all 
things contained in the word, were mere 
correſpondencies : The reaſon was, be- 
cauſe in heart they- were idolaters, and of 


- ſuch a nature and temper, that they had 


no inclination to know, that any part of 
their worſhip was 1 of things 
celeſtial and ſpiritual; for they were de- 
ſirous that every thing of that fort ſhould 
be holy of itſelf [without any reſpedt to 
it's correſpondence ], and ſhould be con- 
fined to them [as peculiar people] ; where- 
fore if things celeſtial and ſpiritual had 
been diſcovered to them, they would not 
only have rejected, but would alſo have 
profaned them; for this reaſon heaven 
Was fo ſhut up to them, that they ſcarce 
knew the reality of a future and eternal 
exiſtence. That this was the caſe appears 
evident from this conſideration, that they 
did not acknowledge the Lord, although 
the ſacred ſcripture throughout prophe- 
fied concerning him, and foretold him; 
they rejected him. merely on this account, 


becauſe he taught them leſſons relating to

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We are well aware that the author's reaſoning in this 
place, concerning ſucceſſive and fimultaneous order, will ap- 
pear to many readers obſcure and abſtracted.

der; by the twelve tribes of 1frael, all 
things appertaining to the church ; by the 
brealtplate, divine truth originating in 
the divine good; by the urim and thum- 

mim, the reſplendence of divine truth in 
the ultimate originating in the divine 
good, for urim is fire bright and lucid, 
and thummim is reſplendence in the an- 
gelic tongue, and integrity in the Hebrew 
tongue ; it is further ſhewn in the fame 
book of Hzaventy MysTER1zs, that 
anſwers were given by the variegations 
of light, and at the ſame time by tacit 
perception, or by expreſs declaration in 
words. Hence it may appear, that by 


theſe precious ſtohes were alſo ſignified

ome caſes for ornaments of dreſs, and m 
others they were depoſited in cabinets, 
and it was given me to know, that they 
correſponded with truths in the ultimates, 
nay, that they had even thence their ori- 
gin and brilliant appearance. It was by 
reaſon of ſuch their ſignification, that di- 
adems were ſeen by John on the head of 


the dragons, Rev. x11. 3; and on the horns 


1; and that pre- 
cious ſtones were ſeen on the whore who 
fat on the ſcarlet beaſt, Rev. xvii. 4; 
ſuch ornaments were ſeen by John, be- 
cauſe by the dragon, the beaſt and the 
whore, are ſignified thoſe in the Chriſtian 
world, who are in poſſeſſion of the word. 


45. That the truths of the literal ſenſe of 


the word are underſtood by the precious 


ſtones in the garden of Eden, in which the 


king of Tyre is ſaid to have been; It is 
written in Ezekiel concerning the king of 
Tyre, © Thou ſealeſt up thy ſum, full of 


« wiidom, 


gels and ſpirits therein; they ſerved in 
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« wiſdom, and perfect in beauty; thou 
© haſt'been in Eden the garden of God; 
every precious ſtone was thy covering, 
the ruby, the topaz, and the diamond, 
«the beryl, the onyx, and the jaſper, the 
& ſapphire, the chryſopraſe, and the eme- 
rald, and gold,” xxviii. 12, 133 by 
Tyre in the word are ſignified the knoul- 
edges of truth and good; by king is ſig- 
nified the truth of the church; by the 
garden of Eden is fignified wiſdom and 
intelligence derived. from the word ; by 
precious ſtones are fignified truths tranſ- 
parent by virtue of good, ſuch as are the 
4 truths in the literal ſenſe of the word, and 
it is by reaſon of this ſignification of pre- 
| cious ſtones, that they are called his cov- 
<ring ; that the ſenſe of the letter cover- 
eth the interior things of the word, may 
be ſeen in the preceeding article, | 


46. That the literal ſenſe of the word is 
fignafied by the curtains veils of the 
tabernacle. By the tabernacle was repre- 
ſented heaven and the church, wherefore 
it's form was deſcribed by Jehovah on 
mount Sinai; hence by all things which 
were inthe tabernacle, as the candleſtick, 
the golden altar for incenſe, and the table 
on which-was the bread of faces, were 
repreſented - 
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repreſented ang conſequently ſignified the 
holy things of heaven and of the church; 
ſo alſo by the holy of holies, where was 
the ark of the covenant, was repreſented. 
and conſequently ſignified the inmoſt of 
heaven and of the church; and thus too 
by the law itſelf, which was written on 
two tables of ſtone, and incloſed in the 
ark, was ſignified the Lord as to the word; 
now whereas external things derive their 
eſſence from internal things, and both 
from what is inmoſt, which in this caſe 
was the law, therefore the holy things of 
the word were alſo repreſented and ſigni-

49. It hath been ſhewn above, that the 
word in it's natural ſenſe, which is the 
ſenſe of the letter, is in it's ſanctity and in 
it's fulneſs ; it remaineth to ſnew, that the 
word in that ſenſe is in it's PowER. 
What and how great is the power of the 
divine truth in the heavens and alſo on 


the earths, may appear from what is ſaid

concerning the power of the angels, n. 
228 to 233. The power of the divine 
truth operates eſpecially againſt falſes and 
evils, conſequently againſt the hells ; 
whoſoever engages in combat againſt 
theſe, muſt ſupport it by truths from the 
literal ſenſe of the word; the Lord's pow- 
er to ſave man is by means of the truths 
which he receives, for by truths derived 
from the literal ſenſe of the word, man is 
reformed and regenerated, and is then ta- 
ken out of hell, and introduced into 
heaven; this power the Lord took upon 
bim even as to his divine humanity, after 
that he had fulfilled all the contents of 
the word even to it's ultimates; where- 
fore he ſaid to the high-prieſt, (ſpeaking 
of the time when by the paſſion of the 


croſs he ſhould have completed what re- - 


mained to be fulfilled) © Hereafter ye 
„ ſhall ſee the Son of Man fitting on the 
«right hand of power, and coming in the 
«clouds of heaven,” Matt. xxvi. 64. 
Mark xiv. 62. The Son of Man is the 
Lord as to the word ; the clouds of heay- 
en ſignify the word in the ſenſe of the 


letter; to fit on the right hand of God is 


omnipotence by the word, as.alſo. Mark 
424 XVI. 
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xvi. 19. The power of the Lord by vir- 
tue of the ultimates of truth was repre- 
ſented by Nazarites in the Jewiſh-church, 
and by Samſon, of whom it is ſaid, that 
he ſhould be a Nazarite from his moth- 
er's womb, and that power conſiſted in 
Iis hair; by a Nazarite and the Naza- 
riteſhip is alſo ſignified hair: That Sam- 
ſon's power was in his hair, he himſelf

There are alto ſome truths which appear 
like contradictions, when nevertheleſs 
there is not a fingle contradiction in they 
word, if it be viewed in it's own ſpiritual 
light': In fome parts likewiſe of the pro- 
phetie writings, there is a collection of 
names of places and perſons, from which 
in the letter no - ſenſe can be gathered; as 
in the paſſages above adduced, n. 15. 
Such then being the nature of the word 
in it's literal ſenſe, it muſt be very evi- 
dent, that without doQrine it cannot poſ- 
ſibly be underſtood. But this will be beſt 
iluſtrated by examples; it is ſaid, for in- 
ſtance, © that Jehovah repenteth,” Exod:

55 The e of [genuine truth may 
alſo be fully Srawn from the literal 
of the word. For the word in it's — 


o 
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ſenſe is like a perſon clothed, where the 
face and hands are naked. All things 
that regard the life of man, and conſe- 
quently his ſalvation, are naked; the reſt 
are clothed: In many places where they 
are clothed, they ſhine through the cloth- 
ing, as a face through a thin ſilk. Even 
the truths of the word, in proportion as 
they are multiplied by the love of truth, 
arranged thereby, more and 
more bright and clear through the cloth- 
ing; but this alſo is effected by dottrine. 
56. It may be imagined, that the doc- 
trine of genuine truth might be colleted 
from the ſpiritual ſenſe of the word, which 
is learnt by the ſcience of correſponden- 
cies ; but doQtrine is not attainable / by 
means of that ſenſe, but only capable of 
receiving illuſtration and confirmation 
from it; for as was obſerved above, n. 
26, no one can come into the ſpi ritual 
ſenſe of the word through correſponden- 
cies, unleſs he be firſt in genuine . truths 
derived from doctrine. It is poffible for 
a perſon, who is not in genuine truths, 
to fallify the word by ſome corxeſ- 
pondencies with which he is acquainted, 
when he conneQteth them together, and 
S applieth 
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+ 
applieth them to the confirmation of par- 
ticular opinions rooted in his mind, in 
conſequence of the principles he hath im- 


bibed. Beſides, the ſpiritual ſenſe of the 


word is opened to man by the Lord alone, 
and is guarded by bim, as the angelic 
heaven is ded, for heaven is therein. 
It is —2 highly neceſſary that man 
ſhould ſtudy the word in it's literal ſenſe, 
as through it alone doQrine is obtained. 
57. III. That genuine truth, which muſt 
reſult from doctrine, is apparent, in the 
literal ſenfe of the word, only to:thoſe, who 
are in illumination, from the Lord. Illu- 
mination. cometh from. the Lord alone, 

and abideth with thoſe who love truth for 

truth's ſake, and apply them to the pur- 
poſes-of'a good life; none elſe can re- 
ceive illumination from the word. The 
reaſon hy illumination cometh from the 
Lord alone, is, becauſe the word is from a 
him, and conſequently he is in the word; 
and the reaſon of it's abiding only with 
thaſe, who love truth for truth's ſake, and 
apply them to the purpoſes of a good life, 
is, / becauſe they are in the Lord, and the 
Lord in them; for- the Lord is divine 
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and theſe ſenſes are inthe light 
— Wherefore the Lord, through thele ſenſes, 
and their light, entereth into the natural 
ſienſe of the word, and the light thereof 
abiding

truths,- conſequently, -+ when by virtue 
thereof they bring forth the fruits of good

Faith. But of this more will be ſaid in 
the following article concerning the con- 

junction of che Lord with man through 
„ 69 · With theſe the firſt thing is, to col- 
leit for themſelves doarine from the hter- 
al ſenſe of the word, and thus kindle a 
light for their further advancement ; but 
after doctrine is collected, and thus the 
. light is kindled, they ſee the word by it. 
But thoſe who do not collect doftrine 
for themſelves, firſt inquire whether the 
. doftrine collected by others, and received 
by common conſent, agrees with the word, 
and give their aſſent to thoſe things which 
do agree, but diſſent from thoſe things 
which do not agree. Thus t form . 
their own dofrine, and through rine 
their faith. But this is only the cafe with 
thoſe, who are not blinded by the diſtraQ- 
ing cares of the world; theſe, if they 
love truths for truth's ſake and apply 
them to the purpoſes of life, are in illu- 
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mination Lord. Others, if they * 
ree of life PEN to 
. W may learn from them. 5 


60. The very reverſe . * 
men interpret the word by the doctrine 
of falſe religion, and particularly, where. 
they confirm ſuch doctrine by the word, 
with no other view than their own glory, 
and the acquirement of worldly wealth ; 
with ſuch perſons the truths of the word 
appear as in the ſhades of the night, and 
this falſe interpretation as in the light of 
the day; they read truths, but they do 


not ſee them; and if they ſee the Rade 


of them, they falſify them. Theſe are 
they whom the Lor deſcribeth * as hav- 
ing eyes, yet they ſee not, and ears, yet 
e they do not underſtand,” Matt. xiii. 14, 
15 for nothing blinds man but his o 


' propriety, and the confirmation of falle ;, 
the propriety of man is ſelf. love, and 


hence the arrogance of ſelf. intelligence; 
and the confirmation of the falſe is dark- 
neſs. counterſeiting light. Hence the 
light of theſe becometh merely natural, 
and their ſight is like that of aperſun who

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68. L have been permitted to converſe 
with ſeveral aſter death, who believed 
they ſhould ſhine as the ſtars in the firma- 
ment, becauſe as they ſaid they had ac- 
counted the word holy, had often peruſ- 
ed it, and had collected many things from 
it, whereby they had confirmed the tenets 
of their particular faith, and had acquir- 
ed the reputation of being great ſcholars 
and learned men; in conſequence where- 
of they ſuppoſed they ſhould be advan- 
ced to the dignity of a Michael or a Ra- 
phael ; but on their examination reſpe- 
ing the love which influenced them in 
their ſtudy of the word, it was diſcover- 
ed, that ſome of them had Rudied it from 
a principle of ſelf-love, with a view to 
acquire rank and diſtinttion in the church, 
and ſome from a principle of worldly love, 
with a view to preferment and gain; on 
their examination alſo” reſpetting what 
they had learned from the word, it was 
diſcovered, that they did not know a ſin- 
gle genuine truth, but only what may be 
called truth falſified, which in itſelf is 
falſe ; and they were informed, that this 
was a conſequence of their conſiderin 
themſelves and the world as the ends of

m it's thoughts to it's own proprium or 
felfhood, which ts in utter darkneſs reſ- 
petting all things that relate to heaven; 
ſo that in ſuch a ſtate, it is impoſſible for 
man to be drawn by the Lord out of his 

"ropriety, and to be elevated into the 

light of heaven, and of conſequence it is 


impoſſible he ſhould receive any influx 


from the Lord through heaven.

64. That the ſpiritual angels are in the 
ſpiritual ſenſe of the word, and the celef- 
tial angels in it's celeſt ial ſenſe, was prov- 
ed to me by manifold experience; it was 
given me to perceive that whilſt I was 
reading the word in it's literal ſenſe, com- 
munication was opened thereby with the 
heavens, ſometimes with one ſociety, 
ſometimes with another ; what I under- 
ſtood according to a natural ſenſe, the 
ſpiritual angels underſtood according to

_ 65. But in what manner this unfolding 
of thoſe ſenſes takes plare, ſhall be ex- 
pre in a few words ; but that it may 
e underſtood, it muſt be recollected what 
was ſaid above, n. 6, 38, concerning ſuc- 
ceſſive order, and concerning fimultane- 
ous order, that what is celeſtial, ſpiritual, 
and natural, follows one after another in 
ſucceſhve order, from the higheſt things 
which are in heaven, to the loweſt which. 
are in the world; and that the fame 
things in fimultaneous order are in the 
loweſt, which is natural, one near the oth- 
er, from the moſt internal to the moſt ex- 
"ternal, and that in like manner are the 
ſucceſſive ſenſes of the word, the ** 
K 
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and ſpiritual at the fame time in the nat- 
ural. Theſe things being comprehended, 
it may in ſome meaſure be explained to 
the underſtanding, in what manner the 
two ſenſes, celeſtial and ſpiritual, are un- 
folded from the natural, when man is 
reading the word ; for then the ſpiritual 
angels extract and call forth ſpiritual 
things, and the celeſtial angels, celeſtial 
| things ; nor can they do otherwiſe, be- 
caule thoſe things are in agreement with 
their nature and eſſence, and are an 
neous therewith. 


66. But this may firſt be illuſtrated by 
ſimilar compariſons from the three king - 
doms of nature, which are called the ant- 
mal, the vegetable, and the mineral. In 
the animal kingdom, for inſtance, when, 
the food is tarned to chyle, the blood- 
veſſels extract from thence, and call forth 
their blood, the nervous fibres ther jui- 
ces, and the ſubſtances, from whence 
thoſe fibres originate, their animal ſpirit. 
In the vegetable kingdom, a tree, with it's 
trunk, branches, . and fruits, is ſup- 
ported on it's root; and out of the 
ground, by means of it's root, extratteth 
and calleth forth a denſer juice for the 

| trunk, 
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trunk, branches, and leaves, a purer for 
the fleſhy part of the fruit, and the pureſt 
of all for the feeds wſthin the fruit. In 


the mineral kingdom ;- minerals in ſome 
places in the bowels of the earth are im- 


pregnated with gold, ſilver, and iron; 


the gold, filver, and iron, draw their reſ- 
pective elements from the ſubterraneous 


vapours. | . 
67. Let us now illuſtrate, by example, 

after what manner the ſpiritual angels 

draw forth their ſenſe, and the celeſtial 


angels their's, from the natural ſenſe, in 


which the word is with men; let us take 


for example five commandments of the 


decalogue. THE CoOMMANDMENT, Thou 
ſhalt honour thy father and mother ; by 
father and mother, man underſtands a fa- 


ther and mother on earth, and alſo thoſe 


who are in the place of father and moth- 
er; and by honouring them, he under- 
ſtands to have them in honour and to 


obey them. But the ſpiritual angel un-. 


derſtands by father the Lord, and by 
mother the church and by honour 
them he underſtands to love them. An 
the celeſtial angel by father underſtands 


the divine love of the Lord, by mother 


* 
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his divine wiſdom, and by honouring 
them he underſtands doing good from 
him. Tux ComMAnDmENT, Thou ſhalt 
not ſleal ; by ſtealing man underſtandeth 
to rob, defraud, and under any pretence 
whatever to take ſrom another what be- 
longs to him; whereas a ſpiritual angel 
by ſtealing meaneth to deprive others of 
their truths of faith, and goods of chari- 
ty, by means of falſes and evils; but a 
celeſtial angel by ſtealing meaneth to at- 
tribute to himſelf what belongeth to the 
Lord, and to appropriate to himſelf his 
righteouſneſs and merit. Again, T 
ſhalt not commit adultery ; by 8 
adultery man underſtandeth to commit 
whoredom, to be guilty of obſcene prac- 
tices, to indulge wanton diſcourſe, and to. 
entertain lewd thoughts; whereas a ſpi- 
ritual angel, by committing adultery, 
meaneth to adulterate the goods of the 
word, and to falſify it's truths ; but a ce- 
leſtial angel, by committing adultery, 
meaneth, to deny the - divinity of the 
Lord, and to prophane the word, Again, 
Thou ſhalt do no murder; by doing mur- 
der, man underſtandeth, not only the'tak- 
ing away another's life, but likewiſe bear- 
ing malice and hatred in the heart, and 
Ty 5 breathing 
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breathing a revengeful ſpirit againſt any 
perſon ; whereas by. doing murder a ſpirit- 


ual angel underſtandeth, to play the dev- _ 


il's part, and deſttoy men's Towle; and a 
n angel, by doing murder, meaneth 
to hate the Lord, and thoſe things whicv 


are the Lord's. Laſtly, Thou halt 'not. 


prod falſe witneſs ; ; by bearing falſe wit- 
neſs, man underſtandeth alſo to tell hes, 
and to defame any perſon ; whereas a 
ſpiritual angel, by bearing falſe witneſs,

68. The reaſon why the conſociation 


of man with the angels is effected by the 


natural, or literal ſenſe of the word is, be- 
cauſe in every man, by virtue of cfeation, 
there are three degrees of life, the celeſ- 


tial, the ſpiritual, and the natural; man 


however is in the natural degree ſo long 
as he continueth in this world, and at the 
ſame time is ſo far in the ſpiritual degree, 
he is under the influence of genuine 
truths, and ſo far in the celeſtial degree 
as he liveth a life according to thoſe 
truths ; but yet he cannot come into the 
real ſpiritual or celeſtial degrees till after 
death.

6g. From what hath been ſaid, it muſt 
appear evidently, that in the word alone, 
through which man hath conjunRion with 
the Lord, and conſociation with the an- 

els, there is ſpirit and life, as the Lord 
Raich, „“ The words which I ſpeak unto 


you are ſpirit and life,” John vi. 63. 
The water which I give you ſhall be . 
| : „e ye 
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e well of water ſpringing up unto ever- 
* laſting life,“ John iv. 14. Man doth: 
© not live by bread alone, but by every 


« word that proceedeth out of the mouth 
© of God,” Matt. iv. 4. Labour not 
„for the meat that periſheth, but for the

T hat the word is in all the heavens, and that 
angelic wiſdom is thence derived. 


70. THAT the word is in the heav- 


ens, hath remained a ſecret to mankind® 
- unto this day; nor could it be made 


known ſo long as the church was ignor- 
ant of the exiſtence of angels and ſpirits, 
and that they were like men in this our 
world, and reſemble them in every par- 
ticular but this, viz. that they are ſpiritual 
' beings, and that all things they have 

amongſt them are from a ſpiritual origin; 

whereas men on earth are natural beings, 

and all things amongſt them are from a 
natural origin. So long as the church 
Was in ſuch ignorance, it could never be 
- known that the word is alſo in the heav- 
ens, and that it is read by the angelic

inhabitants, and alſo by the ſpirits that 
are under the heavens. But leſt this truth 
ſuguld remain for ever a ſecret, it hath 
been granted me to be in fellowſhip with 
angels and ſpirits, and to converſe with 
them, and to ſee what is in their worlds, 
and afterwards to relate to mankind many 
of the things which I have ſeen, and 
heard. This I have done in a Treatiſe 
concerning HEAVEN and HETLT, 2 
liſhed at London in the year 1758 ; from 
which. work it will appear that angels and 
ſpirits are men, and that they have ampngſt 
them an abundance of all fuch things as. 


exiſt amongſt men on earth. That angels 


and * are men, may be ſeen in that 
treatiſe, n. 73 to 77, and alſo n. 463 to 
456 ; alfo that they have amongſt them 
& vme worſhip and preaching in their 
temples, n, 221 to 227; and that they 
have likewiſe writings and books, n. 233, 
to 264 ; and alſo the holy ſcripture or 
word, n. 259. 


71. As to what reſpects the word in 
heaven, it is written in a ſpiritual ſtyle, 
which differs entirely from a natural ſtyle; 
a ſpiritual ſtyle conſiſteth of mere letters, 
each whereof involves ſome particular 

$4 | ſenſe, 
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ſenſe, and there are punQuations above 
the letter, which exalt the ſenſe. The 
letters in uſe amongſt the ſpiritual angels, 
are like the letters uſed in printing in our 
world ; and the letters in nſe amongſt the 
celeſtial angels are like the old Hebrew 
letters, vanouſly infleQed, and with ſig- 
natures above and beneath, each of which 
involves ſome entire ſenſe in itſelf. In- 
aſmuch as their writing is of ſuch a na- 
ture, there fore the names of perſons and 
places which occur in the word are -not 
like our's, but inſtead of names are the 
real things which they ſignify ; as by Mo- 
ſes, the hiſtorical word ; by Elias, the 
prophetic word; by Abraham, Iſaac, 
and Jacob, the Lord with reſpect to his 
divinity and divine humanity ; by Aaron, 
the prieſtly office; by David, the kingly 
office, each in relation to the Lord; ; £4 
the names of the ſons of Jacob, or the 
twelve tribes of Iſrael, various things reſ- 
pekting heaven, and the church; fo alſo 
by the names of the Lord's twelve diſci- 
ples ; by Zion and Jeruſalem, the church 
in regard to doctrine derived from the 
word; by the land of Canaan, the church 
itſelf; by the places and cities therein, 
en this fide. Jordan and beyond it, vari- 
TEES] ; QUs

ous things relating to the ehurch and it's 
doctrines. It is the ſame in other things 
in the word. The caſe is the ſame in 
reſpett to numbers; they do not occur 
in the copies of the word written in heaw- 
en, but inſtead of them, are expreſſed the 
real things, with which the numbers cor- 
reſpond. Hence it is plain to ſee, that the 
word in heaven, as to the literal ſenſe, is 
fimilar to, and at the ſame time correſ- 
ponding with, our word, and conſequently. 
that they are one ; for correſpondencies- 
make one. 


72. It is a wonderful conſideration. 
that the word in heaven is ſo written that 
the ſimple underſtand it in ſimplicity, and 
the wie in wiſdom ; for there are rem 
dots and ſignatures over. the letters, 
which, as was obſerved, exalt the ſenſe, 
but which the ſimple do not attend to, 

nor have any knowledge of; whereas the 
wiſe are attentive to them, every one in 
proportion to his wiſdom, from the low- 
eſt to the higheſt. A copy of the word 
written by the apgels under the Lord's 
inſpiration, is kept by every larger ſocie- 
BW a ſacred — appointed for 

purpoſe, leſt it 1 ſuffer any al- 
' ter tion 
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teration in any of it's points and ſigna- 
tures. The word in our world is fimilar 
to the word in heaven in this reſpect, that 
the ſimple underſtand it in fimplicity, 
and the wile in wiſdom; but yet this dif- 
ference of underſtanding in both worlds, 
ariſeth from a different ground, and is ef- 
 fettedin a different manner. 


78. The angels themſelves confeſs 
that they derive all their wiſdom from the 
word ; for in proportion as their under- 
ſtanding of the word is enlarged, in the 
ſame proportion the light, wherein they 
dwell, is increaſed; the light of heaven 
is divine wiſdom, which in the eyes of the 
angels hath the appearance of light. In 
the ſacred repoſitory, wherein the copy, 
of the word is kept, the light is bright an 
flaming, exceeding every other degree of 
light that ſhineth in the other parts o 
heaven. The reaſon is, as was ſaid 
above, the Lord is in the word. 


74. The wiſdom of the celeſtial angels 
exceedeth the wiſdom of the ſpiritual an- 
ge almoſt as much as the wiſdom of the 
piritual angels exceedeth the wiſdom of 
men ; ahd the reaſon is, becauſe _ ”-_ 
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leſtial angels are in the good of love from 
- the Lord, and the ſpiritual angels are in 
the truths of wiſdom from the Lord; and 
wherever the good of love is, there wil- 
dom reſideth at the ſame time; but where 
the truths of wifdom are, there no more 
true wiſdom reſideth, than in propaxtion 
to the good of love by which it is attend- 
ed. This is the reaſon why the word, in 
the Lord's celeſtial kingdom, is written 
differently from che word in the Lord's 
3 kingdom; for in the word of 

e celeſtial kingdom are expreſſed the 

goods of love, and the ſignatures are the 
affettions of love: but in the word of the 
ſpiritual kingdom are expreſſed the truths 
of wiſdom, and the ſignatures are the per- 
ceptions of truth. 


Hence we may conclude, how 
great wiſdom lieth concealed in the word

Now where this is believed in a child-like 
ſimplicity, and made the ground of the 
fear of God, and of care not to offend 
him, it doeth no hurt, by reaſon of ſuch 
ſimplicity of belief. But where a man ſo 
confirmeth himſelf in this belief, as to be 
perſuaded that anger, wrath, revenge, and 


conſequently paſſions, which originate in 


evil, belong to the Lord, and that by rea- 
ſon of ſuch anger, wrath, and revenge, 
he puniſheth mankind, and caſteth them 
into hell, in this caſe the belief is hurtful, 


becauſe it deſtroyeth genuine truth, which 


teacheth that the Lord is love itſelf, mer-

mer, autumn, and winter, and confſe- 
quently days and years, when neverthe- 
leſs the ſun n immoveable, being

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an ocean of fire, round which the earth 
performeth her daily and annual revolu- 
tion. A perfon now, who in ſimplicity 

and ignorance ſuppoſeth that the ſun re- 
volveth about the earth, doth not deſtroy 
the natural truth, reſpecting the -earth's 
rotation round her on axis, and her an- 
nual revolution in the ecliptic : But who- 
ſo confirmeth the ſun's apparent motion 
by the reaſonings of the natural man, par- 
ticularly if he ſuppoſeth ſuch an opinion 
by the authority of the word, he invahd- 
ates the truth, and deſtroys it. That the 
fun moves, is then an apparent truth; 
that it doth not move is a genuine truth; 
every one may fpeak actording to appar, 
ent truth, ahd doth ſo ſpeak ; but to 
think that the faQt is really To, and to con 
firm ſuch a thought, this dulls and dark- 
ens the rational underſtanding. The cafe 
is fimilar with the ſtars of the firmament ;. 
it is an apparent truth that they. alfo ate 
borne round daily with the ſun, wherefore 
it is allo ſaid of the ſtars, that they rife 
and ſet; but it is a genuine truth that 
the ſtars are fixed, and that their fir- 
mament is immoveable - nevertheleſs ev-

Zidon, Tyre, and Nineveh, the inhabi- 
tants of all which kingdoms were initia- 
ted in repreſentative worſhip, and conſe- 
quently were ſkilled in the ſcience of

0 alſo who were internally acquainted 

with the correſpondencies of that word, 

were called wife men and intelligent, and 

in ſucceeding ages, diviners and magi.

Man, by reaſon 
of the proprium of his will, is not willing 
to underſtand any thing but what regards 
himſelf and the world; every thing of 
an higher nature is in darkneſs ; ; when he 
ſeeth the ſun, the moon, and the ſtars, if 
1 he reflecteth on their origin, 
uld not be able to refer them to any:

Conſider, therefore, what ſort of 
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is a God, and a life after death, how 
comes it to paſs that he never diſcovered 
that man is a real man after death? Wh 
doth he imagine, that his ſoul or ſpirit is 
like wind or ether, which hath neither 
eyes to ſee, nor ears to hear, nor mouth 
to k, until it be united to it's carcaſe 
or ſkeleton ? ſuppoling therefore a-doc- 
trine derived from the light of reaſon 
alone, muſt it not of neceſſity eſtabliſh 
the worſhip of itſelf, as was the caſe in 
former times, and is ftill the caſe with 
many, who yet are inſtrudted by the word 
that God alone is to be worſhipped ?

the four ſtates of the church, as in Dan- 

tel, chap. ii. 31 to 35, is well known. 

That the Mahometan religion, which ſuc- 

®ceeded and deſtroyed the former religious 

knowledges of many nations, was taken 

From the word of both Teſtaments, is alſo 
well known. 


146. Laſtly, I ſhall here declare what 
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is the ſtate of thoſe after death, who af- 
eribe all things to their own underſtand- 
ing, and very little, if any, to the word. 
They are firſt like perſons intoxicated, 
afterwards like perſons infatuated, and 
laſtly they fink into ſtupidity and fit in 
darkneſs. Let every one therefore take 
. he fallech into ſuch 
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
